Sis. Mattie Moss Clark, 
International President of the 
Music Department of the Church 
of God in Christ, will be meeting 
with some of the leading singers 
and musicians of our time to 
form a 2,000 voice Choir for the 
68th Holy Convocation. If 
successful, this will be the 
greatest number of singers ever 
assembled for Official day in the 
History of the Church. In the 
past, she directed probably half 
this many. She spends a portion 
of August, September and 
October traveling throughout 
many States preparing State 
Choirs for the National 
Convocation. The Tennessee 
State choirs have been strong 
armour bearers in this endeavor 
during the past. She is certainly 
looking forward to their 
cooperation again this year. Sis. 
Mattie Wigley has been an 
indispensable aid to Sis. Clark. 
Also she is hoping for at least 


five hundred voices in the radio 
Choir. She is asking all local 
singers to meet her each night. 
And all those desiring to sing on 
Official Day should meet her at 
the Chisca on Friday and 
Saturday at 6:30 p. m. 

Sis. Clark makes a _ unique 
contribution to the National 
music Department, She has been 
called by Ebony Magazine the 
Queen of Gospel. During the late 
50’s and middle 60’s she was one 
of the first Church of God in 
Christ Musicians to make 
international fame. Almost 
without exception, she started 
choirs to not only singing during 
a recording but praising God 
during the song. She has won or 
been awarded more Gold 
Records than any other female 
Choir director and vocalist in the 
Church of God in Christ. The 
church is proud to have such a 
celebrated musician in_ its 
leadership ‘anks. 
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Holy 
Convocation will host one of 
celebrated 
leaders in the struggle for human 


rights of the twentieth century. 
Mr. Roy Wilkins, former 
executive director for one of the 
nation’s oldest civil rights 
organizations, the NAACP, will 
address possibly 25,000 
delegates on Saturday of the 
National Convocation at Cook 
Center in Memphis, Tennessee. 
He is probably the second most 
renowned personality involved 
in the long struggle for civil 
rights to address the Holy 
Convocation since Martin Luther 
King spoke to the International 
Youth Congress of the Church 
of God in Christ ten or twelve 
years ago. 


Dr. Wilkins, who was born in St. 
Louis three quarters of a century 
ago, has often been called “Mr. 
Civil Rights’. He was born the 
grandson of a slave. Although 
born in St. Louis, he grew up in 
St. Paul, Minn., where he 
attended public schools. In 1923 
he graduated from the 
University of Minnesota. His 
professional career was begun as 
a journalist with a negro weekly, 
“The Kansas City Call’’. He 
worked as a reporter and editor 
for eight years on _ this 
newspaper. In 1931 he joined

The Charles Harrison Mason 
System bears the name of the 
founder of the Church of God in 
Christ, Bishop C. H. Mason. 
Bishop J. O. Patterson envision 
the idea of the system, after 
concluding that the thought 
pattern of our entire church was 
to diverse in relationship to 
some of our codes of ethic in 
areas that had not anything to 
do with our perpetuating a 
uniform though pattern 
throughout the Church of God 
in Christ.

In just a few days the city of 
Memphis, Tennessee could very 
deservingly be called for the first 
two weeks of November the city 
of Saints. Almost every motel 
and hotel there will be 
registering people from all over 
the world who have come to 
witness the greatest pentecostal 
gathering in Black History. Many 
will be experiencing for: the first 
time a continuous (24) 
twenty-four hour Gospel Feast. 
Hundreds of the most able and 
talented leaders of our church 
will be coming together to 
combine their gifts in a united 
effort for Christ. Over 20,000 
delegates from every corner of 
the globe will spena well over 3 
million dollars in the city of 
Memphis to enjoy one of the 
greatest gospel feast of our time, 
since the outpouring of the holy 
spirit on the day of Pentecost. 
Many, if not most, of these 
delegates will be coming at a 
great sacrifice. I know of several 
who will be using their car and 
house payments just to enjoy a 
few days of this annual event. 
Why? 


What is it about this occasion 
that draws more people than 
many sports events do _ to 
Madison Square Garden in New 
York? How is it this event 
attracts more to Memphis than 
the academy award nominations 
do in California? Is it because of 
the preaching? Do people travel 
this far and make these kind of 
sacrifices because they like good 
preaching? Is it maybe because 
of the singing? I think not: 
although some services seem 
more like a musical than a 
worship experience. Why then 
do so many thousands of people 
assemble on that small plot of 
ground each year on Mason 
Street. What is the main 
attraction? 


To best answer this question I 
would need to try explaining the 
spiritual impact the first national 
meeting I ever attended had on 
my life. I would also need to 
explain how lonely and hungry a 
Saint can be for real christian 
companionship and fellowship, 
Whose new life in Christ has 
made the daily associations he 
once knew in the world of no 
meaningful value to him any 
more. Because of my _ strict 
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religious upbringing the usual 
associations one would find 
during a normal childhood in 
school, youth center, and other 
secular institutions were only 
partially rewarding for me. 


This was mainly because my 
strict home environment 
prohibited me from sharing 
certain social outlets with my 
other peers that would have 
satisfied my social need, such as 
school dances, movies, etc. 


I missed for many years the 
feeling of completely belonging 
until my parents. started 
providing opportunities for rich 
christian fellowship by taking 
me to the many state and 
national conventions where this 
kind of rewarding experience 
can only be found. 

There is an exceptionally unique 
companionship one finds in the 
kind of christian fellowship one 
encounters in national meetings 
such as our convocation in 
November. A_ politician is 
happiest in a political society, an 
athlete is happiest in a sports 
society, and sure enough a saint 
will find the joy of his salvation 
in the society of Saints. And the 
national convocation of the 
Church of God in Christ 
provides the greatest privilege 
and opportunity of christian 
love and acceptance for its 
members. So in my opinion the 
main attraction of this meeting 
is not only the preaching and 
singing but the keen sense of 
belonging and acceptance. This 
gathering of baptized believers 
provides. And finally in my 
Opinion, the worse sin that can 
be committed in a national 
meeting like this is for one saint 
to make another feel unwanted 
and unloved. 
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initiate this task, he appointed 
Dr. A. J. Hines, Executive 
Director of the system and 


instructed him to open a pilot 
school by selecting students of 
different grade levels, and 
experiences, exposing all of 
them to the same text and 
instructor.

“Freedom Through Christ And 
The Truth’, was the theme for 
the 32nd International Sunday 
Convention held July 
14-20 in Portland, Oregon under 
the leadership of our President, 
Bishop C. W. Williams. 


Thousands attended the 


Convention which featured 
laboratory school, teacher’s 
training class and _ master 


teacher’s course. The week-long 
activity began each morning 
with prayer from 8 a. m. until 9 
a. m. afterwhich the laboratory 
school began under the 
leadership of Dean Myrtle E. 
Vann. The school consisted of 
5,000 people in day sessions. 


The segment of the convention 
that was enjoyed by many was 
the Mass Choir Rehearsal that 
was held each day at 6 p. m. 
under the leadership of Sister 
Alberta Jones, minister of music 
of the ISSC. One song comes to 
mind, “Come, Thou Almighty 
King.” After the song was 
learned by the Mass choir, the 
Lord came in and blessed our 
souls. 


Along with participating choirs

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the national staff of the National 
Association for the advancement 
of colored people as assistant 
executive secretary. He served a 
portion of this time as editor of 
“Crisis” the NAACP monthly 
Journal, from 1934 to 1949. 
Wilkins was named administrator 
of internal affairs of this 
organization in 1950 and then 
became its leader as executive 
secretary in 1955 and helped 
direct the fight for equal rights 
and opportunities for Negroes. 
In 1964 he became executive 
director for the association. 
Under his ___ leadership, the 
NAACP has reached a strength 
of nearly 2,000 branches in 50 
states with a total membership 
of about 500,000. During the 
difficult period of the 1950’s 
and 1960’s he guided the 
NAACP in many — successful 
battles for civil rights legislation 
and important legal decisions 
that strengthened the civil rights 
movement. ‘A shrewd political 
strategist’’, Dr. Wilkins 
consistently pursued a_ policy 
designed to produce economic 
and civil rights gains for Negroes 
without alienating the white 
power structure. He has received 
honorary degrees from Lincoln 
University, Morgan State 
College, Central State College, 
Manhattanville College, Oakland 
University, Howard University, 
Notre Dame University, Atlanta 
University, Boston University 
and many many more. In 1964 
he received the Spingarn Medal 
for outstanding work in Civil 
rights. In 1968 he was given the 
Theodore Roosevelt 
Distinguished Service Medal. He 
presently resides in New York. 


The 68th Holy Convocation is 
indeed glad to have him.

A look at pastors and churches 
across America reveals that they 
come in all shapes, sizes, 
personalities and ministry styles. 


God apparently does not have a 
mold He labels “‘perfect pastor’ 
from which all makes and 
models flawlessly emerge. Nor 
does God have one mold He 
labels “perfect church” from 
which all churches emerge. 
Pastors and churches come in 
infinite  varieties-varieties as 
broad as human personalities, as 
diverse as human needs, as 
inclusive as the purposes of God. 


That’s good! Think how dull, 
how boring, how stilted 
Christianity would be if all 
pastors came looking and 
sounding the same. 


But while there are innumerable 
variations of churches and 
pastors, there are also constants. 
One constant is that the pastor is 
called of God and given gifts for 
that ministry. By using the 
analogy of the body, scripture 
tells us that in Christ we are a 
single body which has many 
parts. God has put all parts in 
their rightful places. He 
appointed some to be pastors for 
the work of Christian service and 
to build up the body of Christ. 


The gift to be a pastor is not an 
open order blank to be filled in 
by what a church might 
want...or even by what a pastor 
might want; rather, to be called 
a pastor is a gift from God. God 
has equipped the pastor in 
certain ways to carry on certain 
functions in His body. In His 
will God places the pastor in the 
body where he functions as God 
has equipped him. 


The local church is also divinely 
called-called to be part of His 
body and called to minister in its 
primary ministry area. (its 
Jerusalem) and to extend its 
ministry across the world. In 
God’s plan, the church is His 
appointed means of spreading 
the Good News and the place 
where those who are won are 
discipled and become 


responsible members of the 


church. 


If we believe that His body, the 
church, functions as a living, 
dynamic organism, where each 
sinew and cell has its particular 
place and function, then we 
must conclude that God has the 
right man for the right church 
and the right church for the 
right man. The problem-getting 
the two together! 


Certainly divine guidance is 
needed. The spiritual disciplines 
of prayer, seeking His will, being 
led of His Spirit are of prime 
importance, 


But are there secondary 
considerations? I think so. 


1. Fitting the 
group 


homogeneous 


In. growing churches, the pastor 
fits the homogeneous group. The 
term “homogeneous” is part of 
the classic Church Growth 
vocabulary which simply means 
a group of people in which all 
the members have some 
characteristics in common and 
feel that they “belong”, that 
they are part of the fellowship, 
that they like one another and 
share similar interests and 
culture. 


Research clearly indicates that 
churches grow, and grow best, in 
their own homongeneous unit. 
Churches develop their own 
individuality and personality and 
members who are active 
generally fit the same patterns. 
People want their pastor to be 
“like” them. Not too far above 
nor below, not too far behead 
nor behind. 

In God’s sight there is no more 
merit in being the pastor of a 
large church than of a small 
church, of a rich church than of 
a poor church, of a sophisticated 
church than of a common 
church. Yet in man’s sight there 
are differences, and _ the 
important consideration for a 
successful ministry is that the 
pastor and the church fit the 
same basic homogeneous unit.

When I took over pastoral duties 
of a Pentecostal church in 
Buenos Aires, there were 184 
members in my _ flock. The 
church had been established 
under the leadership of a 
Miss iomary yy amdwithe 
denominational headquarters 
felt that the church was now 
ready to become self-supporting, 
assuming the work under a local 
pastor, as well as assuming 
financial responsibility. Gone 
were the days of depending 
upon their beloved missionary, 
and support from the United 
States for a piano, literature, and 
other physical needs. 


My wife and I realized at the 
time that unless there was visible 
growth in the church, our 
pastoring days might be of short 
duration. So we set out to work 
very hard toward that 
end-growth. We worked 16 
hours a day, and after two years 
showed 600 members on the 
membership roll. All 
departments of the church were 
well-organized and functioning. 
There was a_ minister of 
education, men’s and women’s 
groups, youth groups, and a 
follow-up program that covered 
all possible needs. There were 
letters number 1, 2, 3 for male, 
female, Arabs, Jews, children, 
etc.! Telephone calls, visitors, 
subscriptions to helpful 
magazines- all these were on our 
agenda of operation. 


So there I was with a well-oiled 
piece of machinery on my 
hands. But I knew something 
was wrong. The thing that 
impressed me was that when I 
worked hard-everything worked 
out! When ol didn’t the

machinery started bogging 
down. Everything seemed to 
depend on me. When I came to 
this realization, I determined to 
take time to find our where the 
loose screws were. I set aside one 
week and went out in the 
country, away from all the 
activity, to seek the Lord. 


While I was there God spoke to 
me very clearly, “John, where is 
my finger in all of this? You are 
dealing with my things-and you 
are promoting them as 
Coca-Cola promotes its product, 
and as Reader’s Digest sells 
records and books, The 
lettetse. visits... .phone 
calls...where is my finger?” 


In the face of that probing 
question there was only one 
reply I could make: “Lord, I 
don’t see your finger anywhere, 
I am applying everything I 
learmed at school, | in 
seminars-but there is no moving 
of your Spirit.” 


Following that admission, God 
began speaking to me about the 
condition of the church. He said 
that we were not growing. My 
reply to that was “‘Lord, we are 
growing, we have gone from 200 
to 600!” 


Then came this even more 
startling revelation: “You are 
growing; you are just getting fat. 
You just have more people of 
the same kind. You had 200 
without love! More quanitity of 
tive: Wisia mes (Uy ples. not 
growing...getting fat!”’ And I had 
to admit this was true. I had 
never sought growth in my 
congregation. We had always 
multiplied babes. 


God went even further: “Yours 
IS enOu mM amuCchUrehr unit Taishan 
orphanage, and you are the 
director of the orphanage. 
Sundays you fill a bottle of milk 
and say, ‘Now, open your 
mouths.’ And you are satisfied 
that you are really feeding your 
people.”

Day, it soon became to small. 
The 14,000 arena was filled to 
it’s capacity before the choir 
marched in. It is hoped that this 
new Convention Center will do 
for a-while, but if the Church 
continues to grow at it’s present 
rate, it will soon be to small. The 
Whole Truth salutes the 
Administration and _ it’s 
far-sightedness.
